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THE BAPTISTS. 


The Fifty-Third Annual Mesting of the 
Mission Soctety, 

Saratoga, N. Y.. May 27.—The fitty-third 
annual meeting of the 
society began this morning tm the Baptist 
church here; with President John S. Trevor, 
of Néw York, in the cheir. See y H. L. 
Morehouse, D. D., read the report of tac board. 
The society has 702 missionaries in forty-five 
states and territcries. It has mission- 
aries in Ontario, Manitoba, 
British Columbia, and Mexico. 
It has under ite charge seventeen schools for 
colored peoplé, 2 day school for children and 
two schools in Utah. Nearly seven thousand 
members were received in the mission 
churches during the year, and the socicty has 
organized 139 churches. There are 29,051 
members in the churches under charge of the 
missionsries. The total receipts for the year 
were $447,579.05, an increase over last year 
of $805, yet the expenditures ex- 
ecded the receipis by $63,667. The 
debt at the beginning of the year was $54,350, 
making the entire deficit $117,997. The losses 
by the assignment of J. H. Deane are about 
$100,000. The supplemental committee of the 
board reported progress in the investigations 
into the cause of the Josses,and asked for 
another year in which to make further in- 
quiries. These losses in no way interferred 
inthe work of the society. Legacies aggre- 
gating $300,000 have been received. Dr. A. 
G. Lawson, of Boston, read a paper on “‘sys- 
tematic beneficience.”” He recommended the 
appointment of a general secretary who shall 
devote his timcto organizing church benef- 
cience on a systematic basis in the Baptist 
churches in the country, thereby preventing 
deficit. The plan awakened much enthusi- 
asm. 


A PRIEST TAKES A STAND. 


And Refuies to bs Moved by a Pennsylva- 
nila Community. 

PoTTsviILLE, Pa., May 27.—Johno Sturm, a 
German Catholic, who belonged to the local 
Grand Army post, died on Saturday. Before 
bis death he expresséd a wish tobe buried 
with post honors. The priest, the Rey. Fred- 
erick Longinug, refused to allow the post to 
parade a8 an order wearing their badges, but 
stated that as soldiers without badges they 
might enter the church and cemetery. This 
brovghtout a denunciatory order from the 
post. It had the effect of creating the most 
intenre excitement and srousing the most in- 
tense excitement and areusing the most bitter 
feeling’ between Catholics and Protestants. in 
the order the post declares that the late Balti- 
more council decreed that the Grand Army was 
not a secret society within the meaning of the 
pepal bull, and that a Hazelton priest had 
permitted the order to attend a funeral with- 
out restriction. 

‘In an interview Father Longinus said: “I 
went to Philadelphia and laid the matter be- 
fore Archbishop Kyan. He approves of my 
conduct. As to the action of the Baltimore 
council, [ am authorized to say that it did just 
the reverse of whatthis post says itdid. At 
any rate, the decree has not been premulgated 
from Rome, and until then I can only obey the 
rules of the church. As to the Hazelton 
affair, the yost there went into the 
church in violation of the priest’s order. I 
have no feeling in this matter, but will not be 
bulldozed. Two year: ago, at the instance of 
this post, 1 wrote to Archbishop Wood, and in 
reply was distinct!y i:formed that this order 
was one under tbe church's condemnation. 
This statement Arct bishop Ryan to-day reaf- 
firmed. The odiur: this post attempts to cast 
on me is a malicious piece of work which will 
fail fiat on ite aut aors.”’

IN THE FLAMES. 


DESTRUCTION OF A FURNITURE 
FACTORY IN NEW YORK. 


Over One Million ande Half of Property Destroyed 
-Shivering People Out inthe Chilly Air— 
The Crushing of a Three-Story Frame 
House, Killing Four Inmates. 


New York, May 27.—The vast furniture 
factory of H. Hersman Bros., at Mangin and 
Tompkins streets, was discovered to be on fire 
at 3:50 o’clock this morning. Itisa five-story 
brick building, and occupies the whole bléck 
fronting 200 feeton Delancey and 150 feet on 
the other streets. If was an-old building oc- 
cupied by the Singer sewing machine factory, 
and was saturated with oil. The whole build- 
ing is surrounded by miserable tenement 
houses occupied by the poorest classes in the 
city. The fire was intensely hot, and nearly 
a hundred femilies were driven from their 
homes. 

They rushed out in their night clothes, and 
were compelled to campon the river side, 
where they shivered in the chilly winds of the 
morning. At 4o’clock the whole building 
was in ames, and there was no hope of savin 
any of the property, and the firemen directe: 
their effoits to make the miserable people 
as comfortable as possible. At 4:30 a. m., 
alarms were sent-out for extra engines, and it 
looked as though the whole surrounding 
neighborhood would be destroyed. At 5 o’clock 
the alarms were still being sent out for extra 
exgines. The reason the flames spread so 
rapidly was on account of the oil in the floors. 
The factory was filled with furniture, and it 
is estimated that the loss will amount to more 
than one million dollars. This isthe busy 
season of the year, and the loss wil be still 
hesvier for the company by this reason. Over 


three hundred men will be threwn out of 


work. The streets at 5:30 a. m. were crowded 
with people, and the greatest excitement pre- 
vailed in the neighborhood, as everybody in 
the surrounding tenement houses was moving 
furniture and seeking to escape from the 
flames, which were fast spreading in all direc- 
tions. Superintendent Pinnon, of the factory, 
seid if was impossible to say where the fire 
originated, but it was believed that it had 
started in the engine room. At 5:30 o’clock 


this morning special calls for extra engines” 


were being sent out, and it was estimated that 
the loss would amount to $1,500,000, 

Though the entire available force of the 
fire department was summoned, it was two 
hours before the flames were fairly under 
control. The fiames are burning fiercely in 
the ruins yet, but all danger of their further 
spread has passed. The factory,a five story 
brick building, is a total loss. Mr. Herrman 
estimates his logs at about $250,000, which is 
ecvered by insurence in a large number 
ofcompanies. The loss on the building that 
is owned by an estate, he estimates 
at nearer $300,000. This, too, is covered to a 
large extent by insurance. Five hundred 
ekilled workmen were employed in the factory, 


and jose all their tools, the aggregate vaiue of 


which is about $20,000 and on these there are 
only scattered sums of insurance. 

Later advices place the damage by the tire 
at the following figures: The stock of Henry 
Herrman, $250,000; building $100,000; dam- 
ege to adjoining property, $22,000; workmen’s 
tools, $20,000; tetal, $392,000. Herrman stated 
that his loss is insured in a way entirely sat- 
isfactory to his firm. The burnt building had 
for years been locked upon as dangerous by 
the firemen. Extraerdinary measures were 
taken to protect it at nighttime by means of 
specisl watchmen. How the fire broke out is 
a mystery, but Herrman gives it as his opin- 
ion that it was the work of an incendiary, but 
of this there is no evidence. 

Shortly before 10 o’clock to night, a fire 
broke out in the double tenement house, No. 
$8 east Fourth street. The structure was oc- 
cupied by twenty families. The blaze orizi- 
nated in the basement, and ata single bound 
spread through the air shaft to the roof. Some 
of the inmates were taken out by the firemen 
with ladders, and some used fire escapes. Ono 
man was carried out insensible, but.so far as 
reported no life is lost. 

FOUR PERSONS BURNED TO DEATH. 

JERSEY City, N. J.. May 27.—The three- 

story frame tenement house, No. 76 Colgate 
street, collapsed this morning. Five families 
occupied the premises, including 27 persons. 
Four were killed. Barney, Nellie and Mary 
Anderson, aged nine and seven years and 
three months respectively, were all smothered 
in bed. Michael Webb, aged 15 years, had his 
heed crushed. John Coyne, aged 3%, insurance 
agent, was bedly wounded. Nine other per- 
eons, hurt more or less gt were cared 
for by the neighbors. The building was 
known to be insecure. It was to have been 
repaired next week. Fortunately no fires 
broke out in the ruins. The firemen and the 
police are engaged in the work of clearing 
away the debris. An immense crowd is col- 
lected at the scene. 
j The building belonged to James Anderson, 
who, with his wife and five children, occupied 
the first floor. Heis the father of the three 
Anderson children who were killed. Ander- 
son, whe is the baker gaa at the county 
pricon, was at his work. is wife and two 
children escaped. The building was known 
to be insecure, and Anderson had contracted 
for repairs which were to begin next week. 
The other occupants, twenty-three in number, 
were all in the building when it collansed,and 
all were more or less injured, but only one 
eeriously.

The Defense Making en Effort to Discredit 
the Prosecution, 


RrewMorp, Va., May 27.—After cighieen 
days of the trial of the Cluverius murder case 
in thé contracted courtroom of the hustings 
court, Volonel Evans, counsel for the defense, 
moved this morning that the place of holding 
the court be changed. He was satisfied that 
such change could be made, and if necessary 
an aflidavit as to its desirability could be 
given.

Widiam 5. Cluverius, brother of the prison- 
er, wWaS sworn. He testified that he lives at 
Litti¢ Plymouth with his aunt, Mrs. Tunstall. 
He kmew his brother had left home on March 
i2th,. He knew he had business in Richmond 
with gegard to some land in litigation. To the 
questap, “Do you know or not if the prisoner 
expressed a desire to have some one accompa- 
ny him on his trip to Richmond?” the prose- 
cution ebjected, and the jury was sent out 
whiue the question of admitting this part 
of thé evidence was argued. After hearing 
counsel, the court ruled that the question was 
an improper one, and the defense excepted. 

The witness, continuing, said he never 
knew the prisoner to weara mustache. He 
frequently wore the witness’s clothes. The 
witness had s revyersable overcoat, which he 
wore @ the juneralon March 12th, the day 
the -Mrisoner came to Richmond. He had 
never s€en his brother wear any gold watch 
key OUt the one given him by his aunt. The 
witness gotthat key from his aunt’s room, 
end brought it to Richmond after his brother’s 
arrest, having seen that the watch key had 
been found at the reservoir. He also brought 
a pece of the chain which his brother had 
leftathome. He described the visit of the 
ollicers to Mrs. Tunstall’s. The witness was

William §, Courtney, of .King and Queen 
county, has known the prisoner intimate- 
ly for ten years. His reputation was 
firet-class. The prisoner had asked tho 
witness to come to Richmond with him on 
the 12th of March, Did not knowif prisoner 
came to Richmond fo attend to legal business. 
Had been in the habit of seeing the prisoner 
almostevery day. Never knew himto wear 
a inustache. Never saw him take a drink. 
The prisoner did not have the reputation ot 
being.nd of the girls. He had never been to 
Richmond with the prisoner, nor on any frol- 
ics with him. 

Police Justice Richardson was recalled and 
shown a number of letters and envelopes taken 
from Lillian’s trunk,all of which he identified. 
In his examination of the trunk he found the 
unfinished draftofa lettersimilartothat known 
as the Curtis letter, alleged to have been writ- 
ten by Miss Laura Curtis to Lillian, but 
which Miss Curtis testified was not written by 
her. Theletter was read to the jury. The 
witness also identified a number of photo- 
graphs and other letters found in the trunk, 
and they were shown to the jury. 

Jobu B. Harrington, King and Queen coun- 
ty, testified that he had known the prisoner 
about ten years. His reputation, as far as 
witness knew, was spotiess, and he considered 
him one of the most ‘correct, straightforward 
young men he ever knew. 

Dr. W. O. Bland, of King and Queen coun- 
ty; testified to the general good chrracter of 
the prisoner. He said that he had never 
seen him with a mustache. 

Clogget Jones, sawyer, was recalled. He 
said he knew the prisoner well. He bore as 
good 4 reputation as any young man he knew. 
Never saw him with a spring of beard on his 
lace; never knew of the prisoner dissipating. 

J.T. Bland, a merehant of King and Queen 
county, knew Herman Joel. He had some 
goods at the witnesses’ store for sale, watches, 
jewelry, etc. He never saw the prisoner give 
Joel any article of jewelry to mend. 
The prisoner’s reputation, a8 tar a8 
he knew, was always good. He never saw the 

yrisoner wear a mustache, nor any other 
hair on his face. He had Joel’s memorandum 
book. It had several leaves torn out, but the 
witness did not know who tore them. 

Police Justice Richardson was again re- 
called. He said he issued the warrant for the 
arrest of the risoner. His attention 
was first called to tho finding 
of the dead body in the reservoir 
by the publications in all the papers. The 
witness participated in the work of having the 
body identified. The body was first identified 
as that of Mattie Mays and Fannie Mays, but 
in-each case the witness had produced the 
living subjects. It was finally identified as that 
of Fannie Lillian Madison. In reply to ques- 
tions by the defense, the witness gave au ac- 
count of his movements in discovering 
the traces on which to base 
the grounds for the arrest 
of suspicious parties, and how the suspicion 
fellupon T. J. Cluverius. This suspicion was 
due to information derived from W. H. Madi- 
son, an uncle of Lillian, fortified by the torn 
nete found at the American hotel, and again 
by a conversation with the father of the de- 
ceased, who had been sent for. 

Dr. H. H. Harris, professor at Richmond 
college, testified that the prisoner had been 
at that institution two sessions, 
from 1880,to 1882. His general reputation was 
very good, and he had a clean record so far as 
the witness knew. 

Cary Madison, a cousin. of Lillian, was 
placed upon the stand, and the defense asked 
him about certain letters in his penenentety 
which he had received from Lillian, and 
if he would produce them. The wit- 
ness refused. but gyhen the request 
was joined in by the prosecution, he consent- 
ed to produce them to-morrow. The defense 
stated that they had letters to introduce found 
in Lillian’s trunk, and written to her by Cary 
Madison, and that they desired, by the intro- 
duction of the joint correspondence, to show 
that, notwithstanding the evidence of the 
two witnesses for the prosecution to 
the contrary, Lillian hed had other 
admirers. Some discuesion enstted as to the 
counsel on both sides corferring to see if some 
arrangement could not be reached by which 
the reading of these letters in open court could 
be avoided. Judge Atkins stated that it was 
2 matter for the counsel to settle among them- 
selves, aud at once ordered an adjourament of 
the court.

THE TROOPS FOLLOWING UP THE 
INDIAN RAIDERS.

Zhe Massacre of the Settlers by the Indians—Bight 
Dead Bodies Found in One Place—The Nava-« 
joes, Utes and Piutes Thoroughly Armed 
~The Terror Along Their Route. 


Tucson, Ari., May 27.—A special from Dea- 
mine says that thirty Indians;passed‘near here 
yesterday, heading for Mexico. The cavalry 
are in close pursuit. The bodies of five Amer- 
icans who were killed by the Indians were 
found at Blue riveron Monday. The stage, 
which runs between Eagle and Grafton mining 
camp, in the Black range, has not been heard 
from, and it is thought it has been captured 
by the Indians. 

A special from Sante Fesays that last Sat- 
urday the Apaches killed two men at the 
Cantwell and Peterie ranche, on Gila river, 
and Sunday afternoon they killed 
Charles Stevenson, foreman of the 
Alby and Ingersoll ranche, and 
Harvey Nore! and the son of James Moreland, 
driving between Grafton and Fairview. The 
bodies were found about six miles north of 
Grafton. When discovered they were still 
warm. Moreland had been shot several times 
and when found was lying on his back with 
an iron red driven through his head into the 
ground. Frank Adams, son of George Adams, 
ranchman, residing near Fairview, is sup- 
posed to have been killed also. His hat was 
found near the bodies of Stevenson and More- 
land. 

A special from Winslow, Arizona, says that 
about 160 Navejoes, Utes and Piutes, all thor- 
oughly armed and with war ae on, camp- 
ed near Hardy’s Monday night. It is report- 
ed that they are making preparations to join 
Geronimo’s band of Apaches. Later informa- 
tion frem the front indicate thatthe hostiles 
are on Diamond creek, northeast of Fort Bay- 
ard,inthe Black mountains. Colonel Mor- 
row and a number of scouts are in that vicini- 
ty. Colonel Biddle, with a battalion of the 
Sixth cavalry,is near Hillsboro, and Lieu- 
tenant Davis, with sixty White mountain 
Apache scouts, is on trail of the hostiles. 

A special from Santa Fee says: “A detach- 
ment of the Fourth cavalry, under command 
of Captain Chaffee, is to-day scouring the San 
Mateo mountains in hot pursuit of the Indians, 
and not more than ten or twelve hours behind. 
A fight expected to-morrow.” 

A speciaifrom Silver City, New Mexico, 
says: ‘‘Parties from Alma came through last 
night, bringing news of the additional 
murders by the Apaches as _ follows: 
An old man named Benton; — two 
brothers named Sutter; Peterson, James 
Montgomery, W. E. Lyon. A man nemed 
Baxter, another named Smith. Twenty-four 
men aré known to have been killed within a 
radius of four miles. Seven were buried by the 
troops aud seven by citizens.

Ortawa, Ont., May 27.—In the house ol 
commons. this afternoon, the minister of 
militia read the following telegram dated 
Brattleford : 

“T bave made prisorers of Poundmaker, Lean 
Man, Yellow Mud, Blanket, Breaking Through 
the Ice, being the most influential and dangerous 
Ben abouthim. I have also White Bear, who 
killedthe Indian Payne, and Wah 
Wainita, who killed Fremoxt, the 
rancher. My next task may be 
Big Bear. Poundmaker brought in the teams 
taken and gave up 210 stand of armsand five re- 
volvers. Haveordered them to give upthe flour 
taken, and the horses and cattle,and are sending 
part of the policetosee that it isall given up, 
The Ninetieth has just arrived by steamer, and is 
incamp. The rest are coming by land. If obliged 
io move on the Indians. I propose to organize a 
force of mounted infantry made up of mounted 
police, Belton’s scouts and some mounted artil- 
lerymen. In all, about 300 men, and with 
light carts and as little baggage and 
supplies as possible, so as to scour the whole coun- 
try, and strike rapidly. I expect that Big Bear 
willscon give up. If he does I shail treat him as 
Ihave done Poundmaker. If he does not, I shall 
attack him immediately, FRED MIDDLETON. 

HOW THE SURRENDER WAS MADE,

The following is 
Poundmeker’s message to General Middleton 
received at Carleton:

truth and the terms of peace. I and 
my people wish you to send the terms in writing,

Middleton’s reply to him was as follows: 

STEAMER NORTHCOTE, May 23.—Poundmaker: I 
have utterly defeated the half-breeds and the 
Indians, and have made prisoners of Kiel and 
most of hiscouncil. I bave made no terms with 
them, neither will I make terms with you, I 
haye men enough to whip you and your 
people, or, at least, drive you away to starve, and 
will do so unless you bring in the team you took, 
yourself and your counsellors to me, with your 
arms at Battleford, on Friday, the 26th inst.

Promptly on time Pound- 
maker arrived with the captured 
wagon train, some stock and wagons loaded 
with repeaters and shot-guns, and with a few 
flint locks, numbering in all 210. General 
Middleton then held a big powwow, which 
lasted three hours. Poundmaker blamed Riel 
for inciting the Indians to rise, and said he 
came in to tell the general to kill him 6oas 
to save his people. Several chiefs fol- 
lowed, all blaming Riel for misleading 
them. A scene occurred dpring the pow wow, 
when Middileten asked who killed Barney, 
Tremontand Payne. One brave rose from the 
circle, kneeled at Meddleton’s f eet, and said 
the great chiet could cut him in pieces as he 
had killed Payne. He further said he did not 
want all punished for his offense. He 
said he killed Payne in self 
defense. He said he demanded 
ten days’ rations from the instructor, as he 
was going hunting. He was refused, and 
alleges that Payne attempted to grasp his 
shot gun. He succeeded, but the Indian re- 
gained itand-shot him with buckshot. His 
grandson confessed to murderingin cold blood 
Sarney Tremont, who was greasing a wagon. 
The murderers were then taken into custody. 
Middleton seid the government would detain 
Poundmeker, Leanman, Breaking Ice, Yel- 
low Mud and Blanket, but told the others to 
go back to their respective reserves for the 
present, and if they conducted themselves 
roperly they would getrations.

TURKEY IN THE SOUDAN, 


She Peclines the Proposals of the British 
Government. 

Lorpon, May 27.—It is asserted that the 
English proposals recently offered the Tarkish 
envoy, Hassan Fehme Pasha, for the oceupa- 
tion of the Soudan by Turkey have been de- 
clined by the porte. Fehme Pasha returned 
to Constantinople from London with the pro- 
posals on the 14th inst., after having had an 
interview at Paris with M. de Freycenet,

French government would not oppose 
the Turkish occupation of Suakim, nor of any 
pert of the Soudan over which the sultan 
claimed sovereignty. The proposals permitted 
the Turkish government to occupy and con- 
trol the Soudan, provided ection were taken to 
suppress the slave trade and to develop com: 
merce. The porte would be free to assert its 
suzerain rights over the whole of the Soudan, 
including the province of Dongola. The com- 

letion of the railway between Suakim and 
rber under the concession to an English 
company, was to be part of the understandin 
with the Turkish government, although it had 
not been formally referred to in the proposals.

STATE BANKS AND LOCAL CURRENCY, 

Mr. Eden Taylor, of Monroe county, who 
is writing a series of letters tothe Forsyth 
Advertiser in favor of a local currency, refers 
‘to the position of Tue Constitution in this 
important matter, and asks why it has ceased 
to press its views. Incidentally, he refers to 
af{x-bunt in which Wick Christian and 
Mayor George Hillyer engaged, in which the 
sport was sadly delayed because Christian’s 
dogs struck a cold trail. Undoubtedly, these 
cogs understood their business on the cold 
trail. They footed it along leisurely, opsn- 
ing whenever the scent justified such an ex- 
pression of their feelings, but reserving their 
strength for the moment when they get the 
fox well ahead of them, 

There is no reascn why Tue Constitution 
should discuss this important question to 
death prematurely, and no reason, neither, 
why it should not “‘open”’ - occasionally even 
though the trail be cold and uncertain. Tae 
financial situation in this country at this 
time is very peculiar. In the north and east 
there is a vast accumulation of capital 
that is going begging at low rates 
of interest. In the south rates 
are not only high, but the people who need 
the money, and who could use it to great ad- 
vantage, are unabie to get it’ because of the 
law which prevents the national banks from 
lending money on realesjate. The great ma- 
jority of our people have no other secarity 
to offer. They have no government bonds to 
be used es collateral, and they are practically 
helpless because of alaw which refuses to 
recogniz® the va'ue of real estate. 

Doubile-s this law was a very good one 
at the time it «as made, but it has served its 
| purpose. The development of the country, 
especially of the south, has been of such a 

nature that there is no longer any serious 
fiuctuation in the value of real estate. So 
withthe law imposing a tax of ten per cent 
on the circulation of state banks. That law 
bas served its purpose and should be repealed, 
It was enacted for the purpose of aiding in 
the establishment of the national banking 
system. Tbat system is now firmly estab- 
‘lished, some writcrs going even so far as to 
say that it bas served its purpose and should 
be abolished. Atany rate, it has nothing to 
fear from the rivalry of a sysiem of state 
banks, such as Georgia had before the war. 
bere is no longer any reason why the 
state should not establish a system of banks 
80 as to provide the people with a local cur- 
rency fitted to their needs and circumstances. 
Such a system, as we have already pointed 
pui in these co)umns, existed in Georgia be- 
4 war, and noone suffered any oss, 
The 


a t, were; so iar as Georgia is concerned, 


for the purpose of swindling and they carried 
out their purpose successfally. 

But there is no reason why there should be 
any wild-cat banks. The holes that thes: 
concerns were in the habit of crawling 
through can be thoroughly stopped by prop- 
er legislation. Meanwhile, it is very proba- 
ble that this whole question will be brought 
befgre a democratic congress by men who 
are interested in the progress and develop- 
ment of the south. Before the democratic 
party goes out of power it will have to deal 
with the system of national banking in some 
shape or other, and we have no doubt the 
law will be readjusted on a reasonable basis. 


THE COUNTRY THEN AND NOW. 

Grover Cleveland geverns a very different 
country than James Buchanan did twenty- 
eight years ago, and under very different cir- 
cumstances. Thesenate inthe earlier time 
was controlled by democrats; itis.now un* 
quelifiedly dominated by the opposition. In 
Buchanan’s time no civil service act covered 
and protected a large body of officials, and 
no tenure-of-office act prevented removals of 
those appointed for a fixed term. Mr. Cleve- 
land came to power when 114,000 republicans 
were in office, and no democrats, and he has 
bad a mugwumpian sentiment and obstruc- 
tive Jaws to contend with in his effort to 
change the character of the public service. 
The facts of the case should not be overlook- 
ed. There were only 40,000 officers in Mr. 
Buchanan's day; now there are 114,000, and 
a hostile senate, which considers itself the 
defender of the act that limits the appoint- 
ing power of the president and also of the 
act that restricts removals. But when a va- 
cancy occurs, or a case is found not covered by 
the two acts spoken of, Mr. Cleveland makes 
room for a democrat, and before the end of 
his term no republican will be apt to fill an 
appointive office. It should be remembered 
that when officers are suspended on account 


of offensive partisanship or other cause, the 


president necessarily proceeds slowly, because 
the causes must be so grave and well defined 
that a hostile senate cannot reasonably chal- 
lenge them. 

Then, too, we should not forget that the 
country has grown since 1857, when Mr. 
Buchanan was inaugurated. Then we had 
thirty-one states; now we have thirty-eight. 
Then there were in the country twenty-three 
million people; now there are fifty-five mil- 
lion. Mr. Buchanan was badgered by two 
hundred and twenty-eight congressmen; Mr. 
Cleveland is beset by three hundred and 
twenty-five, and his lot certainly is not a 
happy one. The popular yote in 1856 was 
3,053,967; in 1884 it had through natural in- 
crease and the effecis of civil war swelled to 
10,044,985. The following figures show

The National Bankrapt Law. 
From the Providence Journal. 

We are not about to arguethe merits of or ne- 
cessity for a national bankrupt law. For this sec- 
tion of the country such course is unnecessary, It 
seems tobave been ineffectual thus far in the 
south, and in one northern state, Lllinois. In the 
cemmercial convention now sitting in Atlanta, 


the question of national bankrupt law was dis- 
cussed and voted upon, It is worth while to 
analyze the vote, asitis indicative of the senti- 
ment of the different states, and of the preponder- 
ence of the feeling in such states on the one 
side orthe other. In regard to so importanta 
matterevery symptom is noteworthy. There can be 
LO question but that in the long ruy.gued a law 
will be enacted. It as certain as in {hé progress of 
the country in financial ability and the recogni- 
tion of true financial and commerdial principles. 
Thelate Thomas. A. Jenckes saw glearly the need, 
end he attempted to previde forft. If his law was 
not perfect in detail, the fundamental principle 
remaits as true aud essentia! as ever.: 

Not even in congress has perhaps the sectional 
difference of op*nion been so clearly marked as in 
this Atlanta convention; and we find that in Geor- 
gia, the brightes: and most progressive state of the 
gcuth, the vote was five forand sixty against the 
law. We have said overand over again with re- 
ierence to various aspects of national and social 
progress that Georgia is the most advanced of the 
southern states; and so said, ... bec@ause 
there appeared to be cumulative and conclubive 
evidence to sustain the judgment. But this testi 
mony at Atlanta shows how far behind is Georgia 
in a comprehensive, «quitabie and beneficial esti 
mate Of the Jaw of bankruptcy. Alabama Was 
solidly opposed to a national bankrupt law, as Was 
Kentucky; Tennessee stood five in favor to seven: 
teen sgrinst; South Carolina was in favor of the 
law by two votes, and opposed it by twelve. Texas 
was £ix to two in favor of it, and Virginia opposed 
it by pine votes to three in favor. Missouri and 
and Florida favored the law. 

On the other hand, the total votein the conven- 
tion on the question being 416, the ballots were 
Givided as follows: In the affirmative, 263; nega- 
tive. 153. Thus the weight of the meeting, the 
solid south notwithstanding, was in favor of sound 
judgment, justice in con.mercial dealings, and the 
real interest of the debtor class. Now as unsatis- 
wor ecige tow these figures appear at first sight, it is 
something gained to have had the subject fully de- 
bated in a southern city in the presence of the 
representative men of the south. The result 
may not be immediately perceptible, but it can- 
not be otherwise than that the discussion which 
might not havesftected the vote will have an in- 
fluence in that the reasoning will be considered, 
the arguments reproduced and spread in the com- 
munity with reai effect. Itis a delusion of the 
Cebtor class and Cebtor states that they are beue- 

ted by the abseuce of a national bankrupt law. 
The truth is that we pay for such absence not 
only in prestige, but in actual cash, a very large 
coOmmissicn. 


Silver Coinage and the South.

The Georgia Convention, 
From the New York Commercial Bulletin, 

The commercial convention at Atlanta, Ga., 
discussed a variety of questions of special impor- 
tance to the mercantileand business classes, in- 
cluding the bankruptcy law, silver coinage and 
shipping. Withso many diverse—wedo not say 
opposing—interests contending for recognition 


or indorsemenf, common agreement 
upon any ove question was not to be antici- 
pated; but, to iw credit be its said, the conven- 
tion, in dealing with these questions, manifested 
threughout notonly arure intelligence, but aiso 
what is of not less importance in a conference as- 
suming to be national, a liberality of sentiment 
in instances where a conflict of opinion was 
unavoidable which might well be imitated 
in our national legislature. It would have 
been a great point gained to have had the 
jndgment of so influential a body in favor ofa 
ubiform bankrupt law, but the next beast thing to 
thatis the large minority vote recorded in its 
fayor, disproving the too common assumption 
tbat the south and southwest are solid in opposi- 
tion. Weare disposed to think that the feeling in 
favor of such legislation will be progressive in 
those sections, and that should we. have 
another commercial convention next ear, 
or the year thereafter, it would not be surprising 
if the majority of the negatives would have to be 
transferred to the affirmatives. On the silver 
question, also, the convention was unusually con: 
servative, in proof of which we need only refer to 
the adoption of a resolution asking forthe sus- 
pension of the silyer dollar coinage~a resolu- 
tion which was supported by more than 
one-half of the delegates from the south, 
which has heretofore contemplated with 
more or less disfavor the adoption of any such 
policy. The significance ef this action at this 
time cannot be mistaken. Apartfrom, and ever 
and above all this, however, it isto be said the 
convention aifurded merchants, man- 
ufacturerp, bankers and business 
men frem_ all parts of the country 
an opportunity to meet on common ground, free 
from political or sectional associations, to consult 
asto the waysand meansoi promoting the ma- 
terial interests of our common coun- 
try; and it is due to them to say that 
the opportunity has been turned on all hands to 
the best account. What with the great exposition 
at New Orleans and this national commercial con- 
vention in one of most prosperous and wideawake 
business centres of the By ag state of the south,”’ 
that section of the union is displaying a vigor in 
the development of the commercial spirit which 
augurs well for its future; and the fact cannot fail 
to excite, if only from sympathy, a reciprocal feel 
ing tothe same end throughout the north and 
west.

It produces disturbances in 
the heart, blood, stomach, organs of sense, brain, 
sympathetic system, and mucous membrane of the 
mouth and bronchial tubes. There is no evidence 
to show that it causes insanity, epilepsy, chorea, 
apoplexy, cancer, heart disease and consumption. 
Itisa luxury that any nation would be better 
without, Asa luxury it is one of the least inja- 
rious; it is innocent compared with alcohol, not 
more harmful than tea, less so than sugar, and is 
an antidote to gluttony. It is a remedy 
in some cases for greater evils than its own. Smok- 
ing aftera heavy meal facilitates digestion and 
sometimes cures dyspepsia. Physicians who have 
tested it claim that the intelligent use of tobacco 
Causes a gainin weight. If the food is insufficient 
and the body is losing, tobacco increases the loss. 
The power to undergo severe exertion and fatigue, 
to think rapidly and write rapidly, is greatly 
aided by tobacco. It also exercises a soothing in- 
fluence upon those who are lonely or meas 
tally worried. These views donbtless 
fairly represent the medical world. It is true 
that some reputable physicians attack tobacco 
violently and charge it with produving almost 
every ill that the human ficsh is heir to.

LAST DAYS OF THE GREAT 
EBX POSITION. 


4n Interesting Letter From a Well Known Atlante 
Writer—The Trip From Atlenta to New Or- 
leans—The Y. M, 0. A. Services—Tae 
Scenes on the Grounds—E:c. 


NEW ORLEANS, May 26.—[{Special Correspon- 
dence, ]—There remains but a few days of the great 
show. The commissioners and thecity press are 
doing their best to create an enthusiasm which 
sball ensure the continuance of the exposition, or 
its reopening next fall, Meantime, its present 
success is opposed by thesun. The hot weather 
decidedly interferes with day attendance. The 
thermometer this afternoon stands at a height 
worthy the semi-trophic city; yet the gulf breeze 
stirs the large, silver-lined sycamore leaves of the 
trees in Lafayette square, upon which my window 
looks. The groups lounging on 
the rustic seats under the 
trees look cool enough in their light suits and 
panama orchip hats. But it is decidedly torrid 
inside the exposition buildings, and the throng 
which was there last Sunday looked liquesceut in 
spite of fans and ice lemonade and the cooling 
dash of the various waterfalls in the building. 

But in the grounds, under the shadow of the 
immense live oaks, with their heavy. cascades of 
moss, it is pleasant enough. As the shadows 
lengthen and the sea breeze wakes up, the stream 
of yisitors increases. Presently the Mexican band 
in their picturesque sombreros, jaunty jackets 
and red sashes are seen making their way throngh 
the crowd, bowing low, with a smiling gleam of 
white teeth, as they meet admiring female eyes. 
They take seats on the immense 
stage, and the vast auditorium is 
soon sprinkled with spectators drawn from the 
grounds and the various buildings by the magic 
of that enchanting music. They sit spell bound. 
(The charm of the music seems to check the most 
Violent flirtation) and the shadows deepen, until 
presently ‘the clustered lights of 
the electric lam ps begin to 
show a feint, rosy glow in their hundred flower- 
like hearts, The glow deepens, until tne vast hall 
shows the red illumination of a tropic sunset. The 
incandescénce grows more brilliant, and the red 
glow gives place to pure white radiance. 

Outside, the same perfect illumination turns the 
vast grounds into fairy land. The flowers, the 
lakesthe fountains, the grand old trees are all 
bathed in thatfradiance which seems a weird 
blending 6f sunlight and moonshine. The paint- 
ed figures in the picture gallery, the marble 
shapes in the hall of sculpture start into 
life and reality, under the _— electric 
illumination. 

There‘are, it issaid, thousands in thecity who 
have not yet seen their own big show. This seems 
hardly credible, yetI know it was the case with 
maby of the Atlanteste, when the exposition was 
in thiscity. It isexpected that all these delin- 
quents will come in on the home stretch and take 
in the exposition this week. Wednesday (to- 
morrow) is United States and extension day. At- 
tractionus will then culminate. Music and mili- 
tary display all day and gorgeous fireworks at 
night. Tickéts are selling freely at a dollar. 
There will be a woman’s day this week, and Fri- 
day is Mexico dgy. The governor will be present 
and apy number of showy troops, and the city will 
turn out finely, it is hoped, todo honor to General 
Zarate and show its appreciation of the generous 
way Mexico has contributed to the exposi- 
tion by her gorgeous exhibit and 
worderful music. There are whispers that some 
of the handsome senors are over gallant in their 
attentions to ladies here, and one of them was shot 
on this account not long since, but ‘this is an 
ephemeral “side issue.’’ A mutual good feeling 
has been fostered by the exposition relations be- 
tween our people and the Mexicans, and this may 
have some important political result in the fu- 
ture. 

Saturday night there was a meeting of the expo- 
siticn extension committee. A good many busi- 
ness men attended, encouraging telegrams were 
read from railroad and steamboat corporations, 
and there isevery reason to hope that this noble 
exhibit will not fold ita tents like the Arab, and 
steal away, but will remain to reopen under yet 
happier auspices next fall, 

It was seriously proposed not to 
close its aoors at all, but to 
allow the grounds and buildings to be accessible 
as a place of evening resort for the city prople dur- 
ing thesummer. All New Orleans spends sum- 
mer evenings out of doors; and the Spanish Fort 
and West End are no longer novelties. The num- 
ber of can’t get-aways will be greater this year 
than usual because of the hard times, If the city 
was as clean and healthy asit is lovely, it would 
be no hardship to remain here the year out, for 
the heat is tempered by the sweet gulf breezes. 
But the truth must be told, the crescent queen, 
though picturesque asa gypsey princess, is also as 
dirty. Its odors rival those of the city of Cologne 
where perfumed waters are put up to sell by peo- 
ple who, inhale airs the most unfragrant. 
iNew ‘Orleans folks resent any  strict- 
ures On ',; the; uncleanliness of their 
city, and Ella Wheeler has got herself “‘disliked’’ 
(in Slang parlance} by publishing that sarcastic 
poem advising New Orleans to ‘clean up.” Still, 
it mustbe confessed, that these slime-mantled 
pools and open gutters are a check to the enthu- 
siasm ol visitors charmed with the beauty of the 
quaint, tradition-haunted city. 

I was amused at Count Praecler, of the Young 
Men’s Christian association convention. Tne 
count is delicately neat as any Puritan maiden, 
and it was funny to see his naive horror as he 
-watched a small boy lift a deceased rat by the tail 
out ofoneof, thescummy gutter streams that 
meander along the side walks. 

‘Ah! New Oxjeans is yon beautifool place,’’ said 
the count. ‘Its orange, its feeg, its rosees, its big 
moss trees, its great large  reever., But 
te citee! — ah, it haf wot you 
call you bad smell — ugh!”’ And 
be shrugged his shoulders with a little shudder 
and caught his nose between his thumb and finger. 

On the whole, however, the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian association delegates felt the charm of that 
most fascinating city, and several of them pro- 
long theirstay. They were cordially welcomed. 
They had a nice little reception from the members 
of the association here. They wereshown special 
attention at the exposition, where they made the 
Wisconsingdepartment their headquarters; and 
they had excellent lodging and fare at this pleas- 


upon lovely LaFayette park. 

They were a study to me—this body of men 
from different states and seyeral foreign countries, 
representing a Christian organization which has 
become a powerin the land. They are so zealous 
and earnest, so imbued with brotherly love that is 
nota bit gushing or cant-like, but is manly, frank 
and fervent. No wonder they made such a strong 
impression in Atlanta during their con- 
yention there—an impression whose outcome, 
asI see by this mcrnixng’s CONSTITUTION, is the 
subscription of «ver forty thousand dollars to- 
wards erecting a hencsome building for the asso- 
ciation. The building here (par parenthese) is ex- 
tremely modest and looks insignificant compared 
with the beautiful Jocxey clu>d house and grounds 
and the Pickwick clu» building.

Garlands lie withering on many of the 
tombs and artificial wreaths and ornaments of 
jet and crystal (too tinsel-like for solemn decora- 
tion) depend trom thesculptured sides of many of 
the splendid mausoleums. They buried a fireman 
while we were walking through one of the ceme- 
teries—placed his coffin in one of the vaults that 
line the wall enclosing the burial ground. One 
above the other rise these vaults in the stained 
and blackening walls. Each one holds a 
mouldering body, and a little French flower girl 
who walked with us told me that on All Saints 
day they “pulled out the drawers’ and decorated 
the body inside—or its decayed remains, with 
flowers. I bought alittle white rose crown from 
this dark-eyed maid and laid it upon the tomd of 
a hero deserving the name bestowed by Napoleon 
upon Marshal Ney—‘‘bravest of the brave.’’ There 
was a dispute over Governor Allen's remains after 
they were brought from Mexico, as to where the 
should be laid, but he sleeps well here “in the soil 
of thestate he loved,’’ and his tomb, an elegant 
brown shaft end base, has almost as many de- 
votees as General Lee’s imposing monument on 
Lee Place. e 

Late in the afternoon we tooka steamer and 
visited the old battle ground of New Orleans, 
Jackson’s quaint monument and the Chalmette 
nétional burial place where lie the boys in_ blue. 
Later still—but of our further ramblings I may 
tell you some other time.

YELLOW WEALTH. 


THE GOLD THAT RESTS IN THE 
HILLS OF NORTH GEORGIA. 


A Talk with Mr. J. H. Beadle on What he Discov- 
ered in a Walk Through the Mountains of 
North Georgia—The Natural Home of 
the Grepe—Wine Versus Cotton. 


Mr. J. H. Beadle, an old miner and newa- 
paper man, has been taking in north Georgia 
afoot and writing some interesting letters west 
about north Georgia and north Georgians. He 
was in Atlanta a day or two ago on hia way to 
his western home. A Constitution reporter 
met him and asked: 

‘‘What do you think of the Georgia moun- 
tains?” 

“Tt is a great section,” was the reply. 

‘‘Tell me about your tour.” 

‘‘T left the railroad at Dalton and traveled 
toward Dahlonega. Among the first places I 
visited was the scene of there cent silver ex- 
Nothing has been proved there yet. 
You understand thatin mining you can’t prove 
a negative. There is in all that region, how- 
ever, no place where the ore is six inches 
thick, as far as has been ascertained. All 
they have is silver- bearing lead, and low grade 
stuff, at that. They will have to go a hundred 
feet into the hole to prove that there is no 
mine, and present indications are against it. 
It is only by development that you can prove 
a positive, and as it don’t cost much, it is well 
enough to go on with the experiment. There 
is abundance of 


FLOAT AND BLOSSOM ROCK 
there, indicating tbe presence of silver. You 
must remember that there are a hundred such 
places in Colorado to one silver mine.” 

How long will it take to get at the truth 
there ?’”’ 

“At the rate they are going it will take 
about three years, but won’t cost more than 
five thousand dollars. My judgment is sgainst 
there being any silver mines jn Georgia. The 
formation is not favorable.” 

‘Where did you go from the silver mine?” 

‘‘T went down the east side ot the mountain 
to Ellijay, where! fellin wi. some New 
Yorkers and came down throu,athe marble 
quarries at Tate’s. I consider these marble 
beds.the finest things I have seen in Georgia. 
Their decorative marble equals any I ever saw 
anywhere, and the pink marble they have is 
unsurpassed for beauty. It is perfectly lovely. 
That is one ofthe prettiest countries I ever 
saw. The scenery is grand and the water is 
clear, cold and sparkling. It is a great place 
for either business or sentiment. I went from 
there to Ball Ground, in Cherokee county, and 
walked about a hundred miles between there 
and Dahlonega. The mine that resembles a 
Colorado mine mostis the Franklin mine in 
Cherokee county. In Colorado or Utah we 
would call that a true contact vein, not strictly 
speaking 

A TRUE FISSURE VEIN. 

They have worked far enough down to 
prove that the vein has permanence, and at 
the present rate it can be worked for seventy- 
five years. But like all mines in Georgia after 
you get down into the bed rock the ore is in 
union with iron pyrites so that over half the 
gold is lost by the present process of working. 
That general principle applies to all the mines 
I saw, and on account of the iron pyrites none 
of the mines] saw or heard of are worked 
deeper than the water level or bed rock. The 
result is a Colorado or Utah man could hardly 
juage of them at all, because there all mining 
is deep mining. The ordinary silver mine 
out there is of no great value until you get a 
hundred feet deep. When the gold diggers in 
Georgia get a hundred feet deep 

THEY THINK ABOUT QUITTING. 

Georgia mining is simply washing off the 
surface and taking the gold. Water is plenti- 
fuland they can get as higha head as they 
want. Theresuit is they do the cheapest 
mining in the world. The hydraulic mining 
of north Georgia is so cheap that they work 
mines that would not be touched in Colo- 
rado.”’ 

‘What do you think of the gold business in 
Georgia ?”’ 

‘‘] think it will increase slightly for the next 
ten years. It will then maintain itself for sev- 
eral years and then will come the question: 
‘“‘Shall we work these deep mines?” By the 
present procees they cannot be worked. If 
some cheap method of extracting pyrites is 
discovered they will be worked.’’ 

‘“‘The most interesting thing that I noticed 


in the mountains,’’ continued Mr. Beadle, ‘is 


the agricultural system of the people. They 
bave endeavored to follow the system of agri- 
culture that is adapted to a level and lower 
eountry. They stick to cotton and corn. The 
entire slope from the Blue Ridge to the Chat- 
tahoochee all the way to North Carolina, is 
marked and designed by nature as 
A WINE GROWING COUNTRY, 

Unless nature has told a falsehood, it is one 
of the best wine growing countries in the 
world. Ithasa soil of red earth and sand, 
resting on broken rock, and that rock broken 
very deep sq, a8 to produce a natural drainage. 

“It has the;iést natural drainage in toe 
world. It haga mild winter, only a tolerably 
wet spring, a hot summer and a long, dry 
su'umn. Theseare the exact conditions for 
a Wine growig country. I have seen the 

WIKRE GROWING SECTIONS OF CALIFORNIA, 
Ohio and Dlinvis. Georgia must experiment. 
The vine never does take hold and do well 
even in the most favored countries until some 
experiment is made, The finest wine grow- 
ing regions in Germany were supposed to be 
unfit for the vine until experiments were 
made and the vine naturalized. Usually wine 
growers do not expect to make more than one 
crop in three, and yet they make enormous 
profits. Ithinkon the Chattahoochee slope 
there could be at least two crops out of three 
made, It takes some little capital to change 
from corn and cotton to grapes, but I think 
the north Georgians ought to make the 
change.” 


THE CAPITOL CITY CLUB,

— a resolution suspending the sale of all 
iquors inthe clubon Sunday pending the 
decision of these cases. Yesterday the case 
against Sam Ware, which is made the test, 
was argued before Judge Clarke in the 
city court. Both sides

freshments and liquors are furnished at the

must be a non-resident, can purchase liquors 
at the club. 

The case was fully argued by both sides. 
Judge Clarke withheld his decision, but will 
probably deliver it in a day or two.

THAT PAINFUL SCENE, 


A Card From Professor William Wallace 
Concerning the Habeas Corpus Case, 

Below is printed a card from Prof. William 
Wallace, giving a reply tothe article in yes- 
terday’s Constitution, headed “Good-bye, 
Papa.” The painful scene to which Tax 
ConsTITUTION referred was when the father 
kissed his little daughter good-bye on her 
passing out of bis possession by order of the 
court. Tux ConsTiTruTiIon made no reference 
at all to the painful scene of the previous day, 
which Prot. Wallace describes. Below is the 
card: 


Epitors CONSTITUTION: The report of the case 

of Wallace ys, Miller, appearing in this morning’s 
aper, represents the result as a ‘‘scene to melt the 
ardest heart.’’ 

The scene to which your reporter refers, doubt- 
less was what took place on Monday. 

When the case came before Judge Clark, an ap- 
plication for continuance to Tuesday was made by 
defendant. Petitioners insisted as a condition, 
that the child, pending the investigation, if con- 
tinued, should be permitted to return to the home 
of petitioners on the ground that she had 
been fraudulently taken to the residence 
of defencant, and was kept under unlawful 
restraint. There bats a direct issue madein the 
petition and answer, the presiding judge decided 
that the little girl should remain in custody of her 
father, the respondent. 

About the time of the decision on that point, 
the cbhild’s anxiety to goto her grandmother be- 
came so intense that shegave vent to her feelings 
in the most piteous appeals to go to her “‘mam- 
ma,.’’ Se conyulsive were her shrieks on being 
restrained that she was taken by Mrs. Wal- 
lace, her ‘‘mamma.,’’ Her feelin be- 
coming soothed when wrappe in 
the same arms that had enfolded her from 
her tenderest infancy up to within thirty-six 
hours of the touching scene. She was informed 
that she must go home with her father amid a 
1enewal of her shrieks. She appealed most pite- 
ougly to remain with her mamma. An earnest 
appeal was made in vain to let the tender infant 
go with her grandfatherand mother. A bond in 
such sum as might be required for her return 
Tuesday to abide the judgment of the court was 
offered, to which the cool reply was made that the 
decision of the court was that she should remain 
in the custody of defendant. 

The result of this decision was that the 
chiid was forcibly taken from her grand 
mother, who begged her to go with her father that 
night, assuring her she could go home next day. 
Not understanding the necessity for submission to 
judicial decision, which all confess to be strictly 
legal in this case, and failing to obtain the consent 
of defendant or his attorney in the absence of the 
court, the scene described resulted in taking the 
jittle gir: from the courtroom frantic with grief in 
thus being taken from the grandmother. 

The scene following the final disposition of the 
case was the epposite. After a very careful inves- 
tigation of the case the judge—without even listen- 
ing to final ee from Judge Hillyer, who 
had submitted the legal points on which he relied 
for verdict for petitioners in a manuer so clear 
avd convincing as to make any other decision well 
nigh impossible—without hesitation decided that 
the grandmother, from whose arms she had a few 
hours before been taken, was the ‘‘very person to 
have charge of the child.”’ : 

The parting scene aiter this decision, Isay with 
absolute sincerity, was a source of unalloyed hap- 
piness to every person in the courtroom except 
the defendant and his attorney. 

The only emotion with the defendant, in my 
humble opinion, was that of humiliation or mor- 
tification in his failure to perpetrate an irrepara- 
ble injury egainst a grandmother, whose unre- 
mitting kindness to the feeble infant, her father, 
and to the fondest recollections of a daughter, 
wile and mother, whose mortal 
remains have long been committed to the narrow 
confines of the tomb, is not appreciated. J 

A thousand lives of the defendant could not/ 
repay the debt of gratitude for the ceaseless vigily 
ance with whfch, in health or in sickness, the en- 
tire well being of this little orphan, confided 
her grandmother and uncle with the expiri 
breath of a mother, whose joyous consolation i 
death, was the entire confidence that her baby w 
to be reared and protected under the care of her 
mother and‘brother. |

your paper this morning.

There is nothing new in the fact thata receiver 
cannot be sued, or that his.enjoyment or posses- 
sion of property committed to his charge carnnot 
be interfered with, except by permission 
of the court appointing him. This 
bes. .always been the law. He is_ the 
mere stakeholder for the court, and to sue him, 
or to attempt to interfere with him, is really using 
the court, or attempting to obstruct it in the maa- 
agement of the property. The law would have 
been exactly the same, if the East Tennessee road 
were in the hands of a receiver appointed by a 
Georgia court. While the court appointin him 
may refuse to allow its receiver.to be sued in ,any 
other court than itself, this is no denial to any per- 
son having aclaim origrievance against the court's 
management, to petition the court for ef and 
to bave its rights prompt!y and speedily deter- 
mined. To have his rights thus adjudged is nota 
matter of grace; it is a matter of righ :

ASKED TO RESIGN. 


Postmaster Meade, of Hazlehurst, Missis 
sippi, Relieved from Farther Service, 
Wasuinoton, May 28.—Postmaster Genera 

Vilas to-day requested the resignation of J. L 
Meade, who was recently appointed postmas 
ter at Hazlehurst, Copiah county, Mississippi. 
The resignation of Meade was called for on 
the ground that “interests of public service 
required it.” But the explanation of the ac- 
tion of the postmrster-general ig 
that since the appointment of Meade 
if _—ihas come to the knowledge 
of Vilas that Meade presided over a meeting 
which was held at Haziehurst just after the 
November elections in 1583, and subsequently 
to the killing of Matthews, the republican 
postmaster, by a man named Wheeler on elec- 
uuon day, at which meeting the persons partic- 
ipating took sides,by resolution, with Wheeler, 
aud served notice on the friends of Matthews 
that they intended to stand by Wheeler in case 
they sought revenge for the killing 
of Matthews. The appointment 
of Meade was recommended by 
Congressman Barksdale, who represents the 
district in which Copiah county is situated, 
ard this recommendation was backed up with 
numerous letters and a strong petition signed 
by residents of the county. Upon these the 
appointment was made and the postmaster gen- 
eral says it was made without the knowledge 
of Meade’s having participated in the proceed- 
ings ofthe meeting referred to above. When 
the facts of his participation in that meeting 
became known to the wa My yee his resig- 
nation was requested. It is understood that 
this isin conformity with a determination ot 
the sdministration not to allow itself to be- 
come involved in any of the political quarrels 
which-have occurred in the south.
